of •oelatjr, not ttaa mora itraatmeiu 
cf ijrmptoms. Theie fundamental 
tliAUxhts must Ideteralne Catholics 
to nsp tlipir influpnop for social iH-t- 
terment and to interps: llieniseivps 
in social politic*! and civic politics 
and mii.st also scrva aa Oialr (Ulde 
In all such efforts. 

iWlth these thoughts In mind, the 
reader is led to the conaldaratlon of 
a numbar of apaclfk problami and 
maana of (treatmant. Tha "benafl 
cent movement for the weldare of 
tJbe people," as thia thoroughlr 
Christian movement has been called, 
(cnslders the welfare of all classes 
of society, hut dlrpcts Its solicitude 
irlniarily toward the working class, 
ac the raoai sorely oppressed and 
the weakest class and as that most 
endangered bjr radical propaganda. 
The Cwitral Varain proelalma'lta un- 
qualified andorsamant of tin rtgM 
or organization of working men and 
working women, and vagrets that 
this right is BO frequently denied. 
On the other hand, thfl" drafters of 
the resolution are not blind to the 
danger of abuse which Is concomitant 
with the right of organization and 
ralsa itliair voice In warning against 
this abnsa. They raoognlsa tha trade 
fnions as the sole existing orpanlta- 
tlons through which worliers can 
cafeguard and advance the Interests 
of their class and cratt; they indorse 
the Just and proper efforts of the 
tiade union?, and rccoRnlzp tlio right 
of the Catholic worker to labor In 
and with his union for better condi- 
tions. But they likewise Inalst on 
tho doty of wmbattag aotiaUatta'and 
other dire latilnaBoaa In the anions, 
lest the radical elements gain con- 
t.'ol and make it Impossible for Cath- 
olics to retain their membership. 

SolicitudB for thp "fifth estate 
prompts the next resolution, which 
deals with ''he vast masses of unor- 
ganized laborers who, unprotected 
and helpleas as they are, become an 
eaay pray to exploitation on the one 
haad ud to tha radical agkatlon of 
tka Indvitrial Workers of the World 
on tha other. Iltialonary work and 
eatenalva panonaJ and organized ef- 
fort Is necessary. In the so-called "la- 
l>or <ainp8" as well as In the l itles 
and that particularly among immi- 
grants, Immediately upon their ar- 
rival and afterward also. The Holy 
9— hu antraated Inmicraat* to tha 
taadar soIleMnda of thair mora for- 
tunate brethren. This rwtfli miwi 
tion renewed Its praTlooa daoliMra* 
tlons asking for adequate control <^f 
woman and child labor, and'itwlst! 
tbat this question. In addition to be 
Ing an ironoiiilc one, Is also a re- 
I'Cious and an ethical (lueatlon. The 
convention went on record as recog- 
nising, in addition to otttar moans, 
lacally flzad ititow waoM and 
leially datarmiaed maxlmnm iMurs, 
as aids for proper adjustment of this 
difficult question. 

.Another Important resolution i-^ 
till' one i!rp;illiii; of social mtviics 
la favor of the middle classes, and 
the farmers lu p.irtli ular. "AW true 
social polltUn," we read, "arn 
primarily middle class politics." Ami 
Justly BO. Tharatora the oonvantlon 
s tpr ssass tta daalfa to eo-oparata, for 
PofaMMMF straaithaotac and ad- 
vaaeomaat. with tha aAaU eater- 
preauar, the amall "bualaeoa man," 
storekeeper, the clerk, the office man. 
etc. This class Is vitally necessary 
for the maintenance of society and 
must be strengthened. In addition 
the convention declared in favor of 
s pension system for drtl serrlce em- 
ployes, and asked Goncreas to con- 
sider this recommendstton favorably. 
The last social resolution favors the 
oiganlzation of CathoUo women tor 
charitable work. 

It will be seen from all these 
resoliii ions that tliu Central Verein 
Lilk-ves iu praclhat and practicable 
work. In conairiu-tlve iffort and in 
Inetruction as au aid to all of this.

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The night Rev. .Toseph Schreml 
Bishop of Toledo, who in April went 
to Rome with lit pllfrlma, laeladiag 
fifteen clergTmaa of hia own dio- 
cese, and craatad a aaaaatlOB fey a 
speech read to Cardlaal Marry dal 
Val, Papal Secretary of State, re- 
turned last Saturday by the Cnnarder 
Campania. He said the Ruropean 
press had inagnlfled the significance 
of his utterances. Hp had suggested 
In his address on behalf of U>e pil- 
grims that all pilgrims should use 
tlieir Intlnenee to have the spiritual 
rlAts of the church in Italy en- 
liirEPd This Inspired the Roman 
prpss. whose editorials were reprint- 
ed In Rnglish publications, to attack 
thp Bishop as an Innovator, declaring 
that lip was thp first ipadpr of pil- 
grims that liad pvpr vpnitured *.o 
make sugcstions as to the temporal 
government of Italy. 

The Bishop laid that he had had 
no quarrel with Hie Qulrlnal, and 
that he did' not believe in Interfpr- 
Ing with the temporal affairs of 
Italy. There were some spiritual 
rights that had bepn taken from the 
Vatican which, he hplievprl, should 
he restored. His Holiness could not 
dcsignata what ArohMahop or Bishop 
he miaht deaira at a certain place 
without the conse'nt of the mou 
archlal government of Tialy. The 
Arcbblshop of Rome could not as- 
sume his functions, although he hsd 
been appointed a year, because the 
Oovernment was opposed to hlni. 

'■All that we desire." the Bishop 
said, "is the same measure of «plr- 
itual liberty we liavo In America 
Ton oan not Infhclno Preoldont Wil- 
son oopoaing the appointment or 
selection by the Profestant church, 
the Catholic church or any other 
church of the Bishop or Archbishop 
of Its choice. There sliniild ho some 
agreement betwepn the Quirinal anil 
the Vatican by which the situation. 
Intolerable from the viewpoint of the 
rbnrOhi, dionld be relieved or 
ended."

I his Pr saldaat ia Joa^ 1. O. Clarka. 
scholar, poat aad loumalist. <Mr. 
Clarke, who is the author of many- 
l>eautirul poems and also of various 
volumes of prose and poetry, has con- 
' I Ivcd ihe Idea that the American 
iri-li Historical Society should have 
u cliaiUcr in each Slate, and witli thi 
>iul in view has Inanguraled a inov 
nient to form a chapter In Kentucky 
Kentucky has a fund of historic in 
t«rest for «he Iriah, but little of It has 
been brought ont. .The American 
Irish Historical Society waa organ 
l/.ed for the purpose of drawing the 
;<ltention of the American people to 
the iiart played by Irishmen In found 
ing this reiiiihllc. lllslorlans have 
cither neglected this or when they did 
rti ite of the early history Rave credit 
to others. The .Xinerican Irish His 
tcrical Society is non-religious anr 
uoQ-political, licadlng Catholics as 
aall aa Protestants are Includad in Its 
membership. It publish^ from year 
t<> year an account of the early Irish 
activities In thia country, t^e volume 
ixing neatly printed. IMstingnlabed 
s( holars contribata to -tkla valuable 
work. 

Kentucky was iK)i)ulate<l in Its 
ihrly days by Irishmen. It matters 
not whether they wofa ' Oatholio or 
fioteatant — .tihey wdra Irish. They 
Red from Irehwd in order to be free 
to secure life, liberty and the pur- 
suit of happiness. Historic papers 
fi re iirepared by members of the so- 
ciety, and .ill are accurate. The so- 
fty controverts the S<-o.tch-Irlsh 
niytli and contends tliat there arc 
"none such," and If there Is to >be any 
ap|)ellatlou attached to Irishmen it 
should be Irislh-Scabch. Rather the 
society contends that plain Irish is 
good enough. A maa a^aid bo proud 
that he is Irish — more so thsn if be 
v^ere Scotch. 

About fifteen years ago the Anier 
can Irish Historical Society was 
orcanizcii in the Kast and Thonur 
Hamilton .Murray v. as the Se<retary 
As a labor of love he pr<'pared many 
papers, wta'ich are published in the 
arehivas aad in neatly-bound vol 
umes. Tha firat Vice Preaident of 
the organisation in Kentucky was 
iCdward Pltipatrlck, but afterward 
John Slattery wps made Vice Prcsi 
dent for Kentucky. Mr. Fitzpatrlik 
having severed his connection with 
Kentucky iournallsm to go to .New 
Albany for the Courier-Journal and 
Times. Tha Vary Rav. Aa^rew 
Morrissy, Vlea Praaldsot of Notre 
Dame UalVantty, ia Cha preaent Vice 
Prcsldaat far Indiana, and James 
Thompson, the Main atraet distiller, 
is the Vice President for Kentucky. 
.Mr. Thompson is so Irish that he has 
his firm name printed In Irish over 
his door step. Judge Matt O'Doherty 
and Uant. Oov. Edward J. McDer> 
mott are also members of the so- 
ciety. 

It is hoped by Mr. Clarke that 
Irishmen of ability and capable of 
writing history will now join the 
society. The dues are but $5 a year, 
und ^ilh this is given the privilc'ge 
of securing the volume of historical 
papers. Distinguished men from all 
parts of the country are Jolulii^, and 
Mr. Clarka, ia a letter to the editor 
of the Keatncky Iriah American, «x- 
preasea tha hope that a chapter be 
orgsnised in Kentucky. It is a patri- 
otic movement in which every Irish- 
man should bo interested. It is not 
Intended to make dollars by the or- 
gunlzatlon, but rather to draw at- 
tention to the achievements of the

When old Trinity ehnreh, known 
aa Trinity school, will be torn down 
(which ia to take place shortly) the 
Oldest eeelaaiaatlcal building, and 
probably the oldest building In the 
District of Colsinbia, will be 
demolished. The old church, wliioh 
stands on a site which overlooked the 
Potomac In the early days when its 
dooia were open to worahlpera, was 
erected iB 17IS by Father Praaeia 
Noalo. No hBildiag la the Diatriet 
has seen tha htatory that the old 
Trinity haa aeen. Oeorgetown Col- 
lege, Which waa founded In 1789, n 
year after the erection of this church, 
still has some ot its original build- 
ings standing, but Its founding Is In 
part due to the plonaara who tlrat 
broke ground for a ehnreh. When 
Oeorgetown waa a primitive settle- 
ment Father Waala, la company with 
a zealous hand of members of the 
Society ot Jeans, came to that site, 
and deapite the obataoles which were 
[•revalent In those days, when one had 
to tiattle with both beasts and In- 
dians, they planted the first ohurcb 
in the Distrlot of Oolumbi* — and for 
that reason "Holy TriBtty" haa heea 
charaetarisad aa "tha eradla of 
OathaUelty ia the District." The 
ehBieh waa ataading aa a place of 
worship when the British came on 
Washington In 1813 and burned the 
I'apltol. During the civil war Its 
ifcnctuary waa used to harbor ithe 
wounded Federal aoldlars and adopted 
by the Fadaral Qoaanaaoft as a 
hospital.
